Young America fought a lot of wars. Ten

There are the Marines who captured Belleau 
and Pershing’s men who smashed

International Police 

It is difficult to analyze results of an Asso- 
ciated Press poll of the United States senate 
on the question whether the senators would 
favor committing this country, at this time, 
to postwar participation in an international 
police force to preserve world peace. 

Thirty-two senators answered “No” to the 
question. However, it must be believed that 
some of them, at least, based their opposition 
on that part of the question dealing with im- 
mediate commitment to the proposal. It is 
scarcely conceivable that. there should be 32 
men, members of the senate, who are so blind 
or ill-informed on world conditions that they 
would oppose, after this war is done, a pro- 
posal so essential to any plans for lasting peace. 

It is as though these 32 would undertake 
to operate a city by enacting all requisite laws 
for the safety and protection of society, and 
then refuse to organize @ police force to see 
that those laws were observed. By simple 
logic they should, similarly, advocate abolition 
of the FBI, of the United States Secret Serv- 
ice and of all federal machinery. for enforce- 
ment of federal law and punishment of those 
who break those laws.

Mass vaccination of the population of Africa 
was undertaken as a precautionary measure after 
field investigations in certain areas showed a high 
prevalence of the Aedes aegypti mosquito, the 
common transmitter of yellow fever.

WASHINGTON PARADE

PACIFIC ALARMISTS WASHINGTON, April 19.—An effort 


is being made to get the country all 
stirred up over the need for sending much greater reinforcements 
to General MacArthur in the South Pacific. 

The Australian government started the agitation by issuing offi- 
cial statements indicating a growing concern 
over the situation. Word has come from Mac- 
Arthur headquarters, also, tending to support 
the alarm expressed by the Australians. 

Since then some of the leading commenta- 
tors of the United States have begun to harp 
on the theme, and now open demands have 
been expressed in congress for the government 
to send General MacArthur enough planes and 
equipment to enable him to canduct an offen- 
sive against the Japanese. 

Unless we are to assume that the Allied 
high command doesn’t know what it is doing, 
the agitation seems misdirected and out of 
place. 

i | The assurance given .by Secretary of War 
Stimson the other day that we are fully aware of General Mac- 
Arthur’s position and are prepared to augment his forces constantly 
would seem to be ample on the subject. Yet the agitation persists. 
Some critics are even trying to make an issue of the situation. 

One of the causes for alarm cited by the Australian minister to 

this country was the reported presence of the Japanese naval base 
at Truk of a large amount of enemy shipping tonnage, both trans- 
ports and naval vessels. The fear was expressed that this concen- 
tration of tonnage was the forerunner of an invasion attempt 


against Australia. 

IS NAVAL BASE Naval authorities have been quick to point 
out, however, that the Japs have always 

maintained a considerable part of their fleet at the Truk base. The 

presence of a large part of the navy there is only natural, it is said. 

From that point they could strike against Hawaii just as easy as 

they could Australia. 

Needless to say, our own officials do not share the concern of 
our Allies in the South Pacific. After the beating we gave the Japs 
at Midway, in the Coral Sea, in the Solomons, and more recently 
in the Bismarck Sea, there is little reason to believe they will be 
sticking their. necks out again soon. 

There has been a stepping up of enemy aerial activity in the New 
Guinea area lately, indicating that the Japs have increased their 
air strength in the region somewhat. But from the rate at which 
we have been knocking their planes down, little cause for worry 
seems to be present on this score. 


PHENOMENAL SUCCESSES What we have accomplished 

in the air during recent days 
out there has been nothing short of phenomenal. We have been 
knocking out about one-third of every attacking air squadron they 
have sent over. Ten per cent is usually regarded as a high figure. 
Our own losses have been so negligible that they are almost un- 
believable. 

The Japs can’t keep up attacks with that high an attrition rate. 
Their plane production won't allow it. 

General MacArthur hasn’t the men or equipment on hand yet 
to permit him to go on the offensive against the Japs. But it is 
inconceivable that our officials have been so remiss in their duty 
as not to send him everything that is required for defensive pur- 
poses. If we have not, he has certainly made a remarkable showing 
with what he has. 

Naturally the South Pacific commander would like to be turned 
loose against the Japs. He is convinced that with adequate forces 
he can chase them out of the region and pin them down on their 
home island bases. Above all, he wants to get back to the Philip- 
pines. He pledged his honor to the Filipino people that he would 
be back when he was ordered out of Bataan. 


WILL HAVE TO WAIT In these ambitions General Mac- 
Arthur will have to wait. Wisely 


or unwisely, the policy laid down by the Allied high command early 
after Pearl Harbor called for defeating Germany first. We have 
never determined to do anything more than fight a defensive war 
in the Pacific until we get Hitler off our hands.

There never was any real chance of a third party or a coalition 
with Republicans. The south is restive and 
many of the true and tried Democrats are in 
the condition known as sore or galled. 

Governors see a chance to get rid of freight 
rates which have, by virtue of their discrim- 
inatory structure, kept the south a raw material 
section. They also spend a great deal of time 
debating whether or not absolutely all OPA 
officials are of illegitimate birth, or whether 
or not some few, not more than three or four, 
may be expected. 

Governors in the states where ration cards 
for gasoline are worth less than in other areas 
of the nation, are very galled indeed. Their 
state revenues are badly off. Georgia, for in- 
stance, will lose some $14,000,000 in revenue 
because of gasoline rationing. 

There are a few other saddle sores, among 
them being the demand that federal aid to 
education be on a basis of school population 

and need, but in the main the OPA and rationing methods em- 
ployed by it, plus the freight rate row, are the chief ones. 

None of these adds up to a revolt. 

The possibility of a third party waseguggested by Governor Sam 
Jones, of Louisiana, but after he was heard to say that the Kicking 
heels of the southern Democratic mule might lead to a southerner 
being given the vice presidential nomination, the boys all under- 
stood what Sam was thinking ‘about. 


THE COLD FACTS There isn’t any mystery about the political 
situation in the south. If Roosevelt is 


nominated he will carry the south with the possible exception of 
Virginia. A mighty anti effort will be made in Texas, but Roose- 
velt ought to come along all right out there. 

If Roosevelt isn’t nominated and the Republicans nominate 
Wendell Willkie, then Willkie will split the not-always solid south. 
Willkie will split ft badly. If the Democratc nominee shoud be 
a weak one, then Willkie“might even carry some of the bedrock 
Democratic states such as Georgia and Alabama. If, for instance, 
the Democratic nominee should be Henry Wallace, I believe Geor- 
gia would bolt. Wallace is one of the finest men in Washington 
and one of the most able in his field, but the farmers do not under- 
stand him and therefore are suspicious of him. ‘ 

[I would say that Virginia, North Carolina, Florida, Tennessee 
and Texas would surely go against the Democrats should Wallace 
or some other unknown and ambiguous candidate be the nominee. 
That some of the more solidly Democratic states would follow is 
probable. 

But—if Franklin D. Roosevejt is nominated he will carry the 
Democratic south. The people in the south still are for Roosevelt. 
The people who are for him are not those who are vocal or those 
who have access to the channels of publicity. This is a fact which 
Mr. Roosevelt’s opponents would do well not to overlook. I do 
not think this is quite as true in other sections of the nation, but 
it is true in the south. 

I think Roosevelt would defeat another Republican liberal, 
Harold E. Stasson. He would defeat him because the people would 
be afraid of putting so young a man into office while a world 
war is in progress or a peace is to be made. He and Willkie are 
admirable men and the fact that they are good men is attested to 
by the opposition to them from the old-liners in their party. 

Jim Farley, who is bitterly opposed to a fourth term, as he 
was to a third term, would not be able to make any progress with 
those who have aligned themselves with him if the war should take 
a proper turn to fit the renomination of Mr. Roosevelt. He is in 
a most difficult position and one he cannot enjoy. As an able 
politician, he cannot like waging a negative campaign. 

If Roosevelt is nominated he will have to go fishing or go 
along. If he and the anti-Roosevelt group can prevent a fourth 
term nomination they will then have defeated their whole ticket 
and many other Democrats in various state races. 

Roosevelt is the only man the Democrats can win with and that 
fact, should it still be true next year, will hang over the convention 
in the manner of the well-known sword of Damocles. 

So, there. won’t be any southern revolt. There never was any 
plan for a third party. 

There is a very definite movement on to compel the national 
administration to pay some attention to the needs -of the south and 
to the discriminations against the south. Southern politicians will 
make a fight for recognition, But, there won’t be any revolt against 
the party. 

The Democrats have got to nominate Roosevelt to beat the Ree 
publicans in 1944 and while that does not make everyone happy, 
it is the cold, undisputed fact at this time. 

As matters stand now, Roosevelt would have a difficult time 
winning but likely would. The war could, by 1944, turn things his 


way or toward the Republicans.

Some newspapers have lately played up the story of a wealthy 
and romantic lady who has developed the habit of changing hus- 
bands once a year.

Some people read the story with amusement; some make ribald 
comments that are unprintable; but others, who take their citizen- 
ship seriously, are distressed and worried by the fact that such 
things can happen. 

It may be argued that if free people wish ts change mates once 
a year, and the law and the courts give their sanction, it is no- 
body's business but their own. . 

But no man liveth to himself alone. 
the lives of others. 

The people of America are uncommonly susceptible to the 
influence of example. Even self-destruction sometimes assumes 
the proportion of a fad when a spectacular or unusual suicide is 
given more than ordinary publicity. The weak mimic bad example. 

Irresponsible young people, who have not yet developed either 
wisdom or solid character, need nothing more to justify themselves 
in legalized promiscuity. 

Civilization still is based upon the solid foundation of the home 
and the family, and the security of the foundation depends upon 
the sanctity of marriage. Destroy the family and no hope re- 
mains except in state ownership of children—if there are any 
children. : 

Right and wrong are not matters of timing. If it is right to 
change mates once a year, why not once a month, once a week, or 
every day?
